REMARKS 



Claims 8-12, and 14-34 are pending in the instant application. Claims 9, 13, and 
17 have been cancelled. No claims have been amended. Therefore, upon entry of the 
present Amendment, claims 8, 10-12, 14-16, 18, 19-34 will be pending. 

Reconsideration of this application, in view of the foregoing amendments and the 
following remarks, is respectfully requested. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The Office Action rejected claims 8, 11, 12 and 14 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Green (2045987). Applicant traverses this rejection. 

Anticipation requires the disclosure of each and every element of the claim 
arranged as in the claim — not in isolation. When the claimed invention is not identically 
disclosed in a reference, and instead requires picking and choosing among a number of 
different options disclosed by the reference, then the reference does not anticipate. 
Mendenhallv. Astec Indus., 1988 U.S. Dist., 13 U.S.P.Q.2d 1913, 1928 (Tenn. 1988), 
aff'd, 13 entered by U.S.P.Q.2d 1956 (Fed. Cir. 1989). Akzo N.V. v. International Trade 
Commission, 808 F.2d 1471 , 1480 (Fed. Cir. 1986), cert, denied, 482 U.S. 909, 107 S. 
Ct. 2490, 96 L. Ed. 2d 382 (1987); In re Arkley, 59 C.C.P.A. 804, 455 F.2d 586, 587-88 
(CCPA1972). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The Office Action rejected claims 9, 10 and [15-18] are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Maeda (6008766). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 19-34 are allowed. Applicant wishes to thank the Examiner for the allowable 
subject matter. Applicant has amended claim 8 to recite that the antenna of claims 8, 1 0-1 2, 
15-16, and 18 to be disposed on a printed circuit card. Applicant invention is drawn to a 
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small antenna structure. One of ordinary skill and creativity in the art would not look to the 
glass windshield of Maeda for a non-ceramic small solution to problem solved by the instant 
invention.
